As will be noted from the above report the percentage 
of children having defective teeth is very high. We would 
recommend that arrangements be made for a dental clinic 
at Newbury. In some districts the local Red Cross has 
assisted those who were unable to pay the whole expense 
of work on their teeth. Possibly this might be done here. 

The value of the annual medical inspection would be 
ereatly increased if a sum of money were appropriated 
for follow-up work. This would enable the school nurse 
to explain to parents in more detail by home visits what 
is needed by their children. It would also enable her to 
oet transportation for children to cities of the state where 
various free clinies are held. Some action of this kind 
is worthy of serious consideration as parents often neglect

the card report of the annual medical inspection, or are 
financially unable to hire a physician to make needed 
corrections. 

In June graduation exercises for pupils who had com- 
pleted the work of the eighth grade were held at New- 
bury Center. The following pupils received diplomas: 

From the Center School—Irving Gillingham, Theodore 
Fortune. 

From the South School—Jack Wilhelm. 

In November and December standard tests were given 
in each school in all the common school subjects. <A dia- 
enosis of the weakness of each class was made, and work 
for classes as well as individuals was prescribed for the 
remainder of the year. In May retests were given in 
Grammar and Arithmetic. Considerable improvement 
was noted in the former subject. 

On account of the number of pupils in the vicinity of 
Baker Hill, the schoolhouse there was repaired and put 
in good condition during August, 1928. The most serious 
need at this building now is some improvement in the 
toilet. On account of a ledge of rock under the building 
it will be somewhat expensive to install a chemical toilet, 
but this is probably the best solution of the difficulty. 
During warm weather the present arrangements so near 
the schoolroom and entry are liable to prove disagreeable 
and unsanitary. There should also be some playground 
apparatus for the use of the pupils of this school. 

Single adjustable desks are needed at the South School. 

We wish to thank the board for their interest, co-oper- 
ation, and support in the work of the schools during the 
year.
